RECENT  HIGH  SCHOOL  PROGRESS 

Between  1917-1918  and  1921-1922  the  number  of  accredited  four-year 
high  schools  increased  from  183  to  292;  forty-one  junior  high  schools 
were  organized;  and  the  number  of  non-accredited  three  and  four-year 
high  schools  listed  by  the  Department  decreased  from  147  to  54.  In  ad- 
dition to  these  387  high  schools,  there  are  more  than  100  schools  in  the 
State  offering  some  high  school  work,  but  not  qualifying  for  recognition 
by  the  State  Department  as  high  schools.  Many  of  these  schools  are 
meeting  the  State  requirements  rapidly  and  will  qualify  for  accrediting 
in  the  near  future. 

The  total  enrollment  in  recognized  high  schools  for  1921-22  was 
41,188,  an  increase  of  8,192,  or  twenty-five  per  cent.,  over  1920-21;  32,862 
of  the  41,188  pupils  were  enrolled  in  accredited  four-year  high  schools. 
The  total  enrollment  in  the  city  high  schools  was  19,903,  an  increase  of 
4,611,  or  thirty  per  cent.,  over  1920-21;  14,312  of  the  19,903  city  high 
school  pupils  were  in  accredited  four-year  high  schools.  The  total  enrollment 
in  the  rural  high  schools  was  21,285,  an  increase  of  3,582,  or  twenty  per 
cent.,  over  1920-21;  18,550  of  the  21,285  rural  high  school  pupils  were  in 
accredited  four-year  high  schools. 

Fcrty-two  per  cent,  of  the  total  number  of  pupils  enrolled  in  the 
high  schools  were  boys,  and  fifty-eight  per  cent,  girls.  It  is  interesting 
that  the  ratio  of  boys  to  girls  is  the  .parne  for  the  city  as  for  the  rural 
high  schools,  and  approximately  the  same  as  for  1920-21.  There  were 
4,081  graduates  from  the  292  accredited  high  schools  in  1921-22.  Of 
these  1,333,  or  32.6%,  were  boys,  and  2,748,  qiV  67.4%,  were  girls.
